China, social'reforms spread 
from the throne downward, so that 
there appears some remote prospect of 
the general_ introduction^'of scientific 
medicine among the popyulatkm^of-that 
huge empire. If the: emperor be'really 
in earnest, the best'.plan" would be to" 
stnd over a large.'number of young 
Chinamen to the medical schools1 of 
Europe.

It should have 
the inspiration of example in public 
and private stations. 
The 
public 


officer should illustrate it in his life 
and show it in the administration of 
his public duties." 


Doubtless the President is right in 


his opinion that "nothing- makes for 
the Government more than intelligent 
and virtuous citizenship," and that this 
intelligence and virtue should start in 
the home and be taught in ths schools 
should have the inspiration of example 
in public and private stations. Bn! 
would it not be well for the President 
to give the inspiration of example to 
the public ?

they were so thick, was killed by those 
who came upon it. 


CANALS OF PREHISTORIC MAN. 


An Ancient Irrigation System Dla- 


covereil In Arizona. 


A western correspondent furnishes 


something doubly curious about the en- 
gineering resources of the ancient past 
and the contriving abilities and re- 
sources in the west in the present in- 
dustrial era. 


"During my last visit to Arizona, 1 


saw in the Salt river valley a sight that 
would strike a stranger as queer. A 
steam dredging scow, such as is used 
in deepening rivers and harbors for 
navigation was voyaging slowly and 
steadily through a wide strip of arid, 
desert. It was started landward from 
Salt river, and was excavating its own 
channel ahead, the river waters follow- 
ing and floating it as it advanced. But 
the work was not, in fact, the making-of 
a new channel, but the digging out of 
an old one, the irrigating canal made 
by a civilized people that lived and 
flourished and departed before recorded 
American history began. That there 
was a time when this wide valley, now 
being again redeemed to man, was a 
garden of plenty, teeming with, inhab- 
itants, is shown by the extensive and 
regular system of broad canals leading 
from tho river, through which water for 
irrigating was conveyed for centuries 
With the drifting sands and earth, these 
canals are still plainly indicated on the 
face of the ground, and so skiltully were 
they planned and built that modern en- 
gineering science applied to irrigation 
can do no better than retrace their 
course and restore them. What race 
laid out the canals and built the towns 
\vhose ruins are strung along the valley 
is a question not yet settled by archae- 
ologists. Aztecs or Toltecs, or each in 
their turn, piobably tarried here in 
their centuries long southward to the 
valley of Mexico, and tlie ruins may bo 
of an older people than eithgr of them.

Telephone from Reno to San Francisco. 


The rumor which has been prevalent 


in Eeno for the last month or so, that 
the Bell Telephone Company was pre- 
paring to inn a longdistance telephone 
line from San Francisco to Reno, Car- 
son und Virginia City and eastward, is 
confirmed by Mr. Frank Bell, the as> 
sistant Superintendent of the Bell Tel- 
ephone Company for this coast, who is 
now in Eeno to make preliminary 
arrangements. We are informed that 
the line will oioss the mountains early 
next spring as soon as the weather will 
permit. It will probably come from 
Colfax to which point the line is al- 
ready established, or from the Quincy 
oute, now being built, down through 
Sierra Valley to Trnckee, thence to th« 
ce business regions and nn eastward. 
?be system will also take in Carson 
and Virginia City and peihaps other 
OWJS. 
It can readily be prsceived by all 


business men that the "long distance" 
msiness of any town in Nevada, even 
Deluding such towns as Eeno, Carson 
and Virginia City will not, alone, sup- 
oort such a long distance system, and 
.he company will have to depend upon 
;he local patronage oE their local sys 
,ems in the towns through which their 
ong distance lines pass, to support ex 
change or central 
offices in 
such 


jlaces. The company cannot be ex- 
jested to fit out exchange offices in 
such towns and bear the burden of their 
support at a loss. The long distance 
system will be what is known as the 
Sxpress System, having two large cop- 
per wires making a metalic circuit and 
avoiding or destroying nil induction 
noise and disturbauosb 
Agents will 


be employed to canvas different towns 
and establish local systems, prepaia- 
tory to the arrival of the Long Distance 
ine. 
The Bell long distance phones 


such as are in use to converse from 
San Francisco to Los Angeles, or from 
Chicago to New York, will now be 
placed on the local line in Eano, as 
soon as a sufficient number of sub 
soribers can bo secured to warranl 
such exchange of phones, and guaran 
tee the support of a central office in 
town for the long distance line.
